And whiles they were at ſupper, Jeſus rook 
bread, and bleſſed, and brake; and he gave to 
his diſciples, and ſaid, take ye, and eat, this is 
my body.

And the Chief Prieſts having taken the filyer 
pieces, ſaid , it is uo: lawful to caſt rhem into

And after rhcy had conſ.lted rogerher,they 
bought with chem tlie potters field, to be a 
burying place :2r ſtrangers; for this cauſe that 
field was calicd Haceldama, that is che field of 
blood, even to this preſenr day. 

Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremy the Prophet, ſaying, and they took 
the thirty picces of filver, the price of the pri- 
zed, whom they did prize of the children of 
Iſraei z and they gave them into the potrers 
field : as the L ord did appoint ro me. 

And Jeſus ſtood before the preſident, and 
the preſident asked him, ſaying, art thou rhe 
King of the Jews? Jeſus faith ro him , thou 
ſayeſt. 

And when he was accuſed of the chief 
P:ieſts and ancients, he anſwered nothing. 

Then Pilate ſaich ro him, doſt rhou nor hear 
how great teſtimonies they alleadge agaiſt 
thee ?

Then he releaſed to them Barabbas , and 
having ſcourged Jeſus, delivered him unto 
them for to be crucified. 

Then the Preſidents ſouldiers raking Jeſus 
mrto the Falace, gathered rogether unto him 
the whole band ; and ſtripping him , pur a 
ſcarlet clokeabour him, and platting a crown 
of thorns, pur it upcn his head , and a reed in 
his right hand. And 
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And bowing the knee before him , they 
mocked him, ſaying, Hail King of the Jews. 

And ſpitting upon him, chey rook the reed, 
and {mote his head. 

And after they had mocked him, th ey took 
of rhe cloak from him, and put on him his 
= garments , and led him away to crucifie 
VIM. 

And in going they found a man of Cyrene, 
named Simon 3 him they forced to rake up his 
crols. 

And they came into the place that is called 
Golgotha, which is the place of Calvarie. 

And they gave him wine to drink mingled 
with gall : and when hc had taſted, he would 
nct drink. 

And after they had crucified him,they divi- 
ded his garments, caſting lors : that it might be 
fulfilled which was ſpouken by the Fropher, 
ſaying, They divided my garments among 
them , and upon my veſture they did caſt lors. 

And they ſate and watched him: and they 
pur over his head his cauſe written , This is 
Icfus rhe King of the Jews. 

Then were crucified with him two thieves, 
one on the right hand, and one on rhe left. 

And they that paſſed by blaſphemed him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, Vah, thou 
that deftroy'ſt rheTemple of God,and in three 
daycs doſt reedifie it, ſave thine own ſelf: if 
thou be che Son of God, come down from the 
croſle. 

In like manner alſo the chief Yrieſt with the 
Scribes and ancients mocking, ſaid , He ſaved 
other, himſelf he cannor ſave: it he be the _ 
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of Iſrael, let him now come down from rhe 
croſle, and we will believe him. 

He truſted in God , let him now deliver 
him if he will : for he ſaid, That I am the Son 
of God. 

And the ſelfſame thing the thieves alſo that 
were crucified with him, reproached him 
withal. . 

And from the fixr hour there was darkneſs 
made upon the whole earth until che rinch 
hour : and abour the ninth hour Jeſus cried 
with a mighty voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lammaſa- 
batthani : that is. My God, my God, why haſt 
thou forſaken ie ? And certain that ftood 
there and heard, fai ', He callerh Elias. 

And inc.ncinent cone ofthem running took 
a ſponge and nlled ir with vineger, and pur ir 
on a reed, and gave him to drink. 

And other ſai'\, Letbe, let us ſee whether

That the word might be fulfilled which he 
faid, that of them whom thon halt given me, I 
have not loſt any. 

Simon Peter therefore having a ſword drew 
it out, and ſmore the ſervant of rhe high 
Prieſt, and cur of his right ear. 

And the name of the ſervant was Malchus. 

Jeſus therefore ſaid ro Peter , put up thy 
ſword into thy ſcabbard ; the chalice which 
my Father hath given ſhall nor 1 drink it? 

The band therefore and the Tribune and 
the miniſters of the Jews apprehended Jeſus, 
and boand him 3 and they brought him ro An- 
nas firſt , for he was father in law to C aiphas, 
who was the high Prieſt of that year. 

And Caiphas was he that had given counſel 
to the Jews, thar it is expedient that one man 
dye for the people: 

And Simon Peter followed Jeſus , and and- 
ther diſciple. 

and thar diſciple was known tothe High 
Prieſt, and went in With Jeſus into the court 

of the high Pi icſt. 

Bur Peter ſtood ar the door without. 

The other diſciple therefore chat was known 
to the high Prieſt, went forth and ſpake to rhe 
porters, and brought 1n Peter. 

The wench therefore that was »ortreſs,ſaith 
to Peter , art not thou alſo of this mans diſct- 


ples? Helaichto her, Iam nor. 
Cc And 
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And the ſervants and miniſters ſtood at a 
fire of coles, becauſe it was cold, and warmed 
themſelves. 

And with them was Peter alſo ſtanding,and 
warming himſelf. 

The high Prieſt therefore asked Jeſus of his 
diſciples aud of his doctrine. 

Jeſus anſwered him, I have openly ſpoken 
to the world, I have alwaics ranghr in the Sy- 
nagogue, and in the remple whether all rhe 
Jews reſort rogether : and in ſecret I have ſpo- 
ken nothing. 

Why askeſt thou me 2? ask rhem that have 
heard what I have ſpuken unto them ; behold 
they know what things I have ſaid. 

When he had ſaid rhele things , one of the 
miniſters ſtanding by , gave Jelus a blow, 1ay- 
ing, Anſwereſt thou the high Pricſt ſo ?

And the ſouldiers planting a crown of 
thorns, put it upon his head, and they pur a- 
bout him a purple garment. 

And they came to him, and ſaid , Hail King 
of the Jews, and they gave him blows. 

Pilare went forth again, and faich ro them, 
Behold I bring him forth unto you , rhat you 
may know that I find no cauſe in him. 

ſeſus rherefore went forth carrying the 
Crown of thorns, and the purgſe veſtmenr. 

And he faith to them, lo the man. 

When the chief Prieſts therefore and the 
miniſters had ſeen him, they cried, ſaying, 
Crucife, crucife him, 

Pilate ſaith ro them, take him you, and cru- 
cifie him, for 1 find no cauſe in hum. 

The Jews anſwered him, we have a law, 
and according to that law he ought ro dye, 
becauſe he hath made himſelf the (fon of God. 

When Pilate therefore. had heard this ſay- 
ing, he feared more. 

And heentered igto the palace again, and 
he ſaith ro Jeſus, Whence art thou ? Bur Jeſus 
gave him no anſwer. 


Pilate therefore ſaich to him, Speakeſt thou 
not 
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not to me? knoweſt rhon not that I have pow- 
- to crucihe rhee, and I have power to releaſe 
thee ? 

Jeſus anſwered, thou ſhouldſt not have any 
power againſt me, unlefs ic were given thee 
from above. 

Therefore he that hath betrayed me to thee, 
hath the greater ſin. 

From thenceforth Pilate ſought to releaſe 
him. 

But the Jews cried, ſaying, If thou releaſe 
this man thou arr not Ceſars friend, every one 
that maketh himſelf a king ſpeakerh againſt 
Ceſar. 

Bur Pilare when he had heard theſe words, 
brought forth Jeſus; and he fare in the judge- 
ment ſeat, in the place that is called Lichoſtro- 
tos, and in Hebrew Gabbatha. 

And it was the Paraſceve of Paſche, about 
the fixt hour, and he ſaith rorthe Jews, Lo 
your King. 

But they cryed, away, away with him, cru- 
cifie him. 

Pilare ſaith ro them,ſhall I crucifie your king? 

The chief Prieſt anſwered, We have no king 
bur Ceſar. 

Then therefore he delivered him unto them 
for to be crucified. 

And they took Jeſus and led him forth. 

And bearing his own croſs he went forth 
into that which is called the place of Calvarie, 
in Hebrew Golgatha, where they crucified 
him, and with him twu others on the one ſide 
and on the other, and in the midſt Jeſus. 

And Pilate wrote a title alſo , and he pur it 
ppan the crols, Cc3 And 
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And it was written, Jeſus of Nazareth the 
king of the Jews. 

This title therefore many of the Jews did 
read, becaulc the place where Jeſus was cru- 
cified Was neerto the City : and it Was writ - 
ren in Hebrew, in Greek, and in Latin. 

The chief Prieſts therefore of the Jews ſaid 
ro Pilate, write nor-the king of the Jews , bur | 
that he ſaid, I am king ofthe Jews. 

Pilate anſwered, that which I have written, 
I have written. 

The ſouldiers therefore when they had cru- 
cified him, took his garments, (and they made 
four parts , to every ſouldicr a part ) and his 
C0at. 

And his coat was without ſeam , wrought 
from the top throughour. 

They ſaid thereiore one to anoth:r, lerus 
not cutir, bur ler us caſt lots for ic , whcſ. it 
ſhall be. 

Thar the Scripture might be fulfilled , ſay- 
ing, They have parted my garments among 
them 3 & upon my veſtare they have caſt lots, 

And the fonldiers did rheſc things. 

And there ſtood befide the crofs of Jeſus 
his mother , and his Mothers ſiſter , Mary of | 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalen. 

When Jeſus rherefore had cen his morher, 
and the difciple ſtanding whom he loved , he 
farth ro his Mother , Woman behold thy ſon. 

After that, he ſaith to the diſciple , behold 
thy mother. | 

And from that hour the diſciple took ker 
to. his own. 

Afterward Jeſus kn:wing that all things 

WCEIE 
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were now ccnſumate , that the Scriprure 
mighr be fulfilled, he ſaith, I thirſt. 

A veſlel therefore tiood there full of vineger, 
and they putring a ſpunge full of vineger about 
hyſop,offered ir to his mouch. 

Jeſus therefore when he had taken the vine- 
pcr, ſaid, It is conſumare. 

And bowing his head, he gave up the ghoſt. 

The Jews therefore (becauſe ic was the Pa- 
raſceve ) that the bodics might not remain 
upon the crols on the Sabbath , ( for that was 
a great Sabbath day ) they deſired Pilate that 
their legs might be broken, and{ they might be 
ra ken away- 

The ſouldders therefore came ;, and of the 
firſt indeed they broke the legs, and of the 
0: her that was crucined with him. 

Eur afrer they were come to Jeſus , when 
they ſaw that he was dead, they did not break 
his legs , but one of rhe ſauldicrs with a ſpear 
ovened his fide, and incontinent there came 
f{orch blood and water. 

And he that ſaw it, hath given teſtimony ; 
and his reſtimony is true. 

And he knowerh that he ſaith true, that 
thou alſo may beheve. 

For theſe things were done that the Scri- 
ptures might be fulfilled, you ſhall not break a 
bone of him. 

And again another Scripture ſaith,they ſhall 
l;ok on him whom they picrced. 


N D. after theſe things Joſeph of Arima- 

thea (becauſe he was a diſciple of Jeſus, 

but ſecret for fear of the Jews ) defired Pilare 
that 
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thar he might rake away the body of Jeſus 
And Pilate permitted. ; 

He came therefore and took away the body 
of Jeſus. 

Nicodemus alſo came , he that ar the firſt 
came ro Jeſus by nighr , bringing a mixture of 
myrrhe and aloes, about an hundreth pounds. 

They took therefore the body of Jeſus, and 
bound it in linnen cloaths with the ſpices; as 
che manner is With the Jews to bury. 

And there was in the place where he was 
crucified a garden ; and in the garden a new 
monument, Wherin no man yet had been laid. 

There therefore becauſe of the Paraſceve of 
the Jews, they laid Jeſus, becauſe the monu- 
ment was hard by.
